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Deep  in  the  Latino  community  of  San  Francisco  there  is  a  small  storefront 
art  gallery  that  serves  as  a  vibrant  artistic  and  cultural  force  to  many  people.  It  is 
the  Galeria  de  la  Raza  on  the  corner  of  Bryant  and  24th  Street,  a  strong  voice  of 
discovery,  recognition  and  appreciation  for  all  forms  of  art  coming  from  the 

tara  community."  This  Raza  community  reaches  out  of  the  Mission  District  to 
Sacramento,  Sonoma,  Fresno,  Los  Angeles  and  other  places  throughout  the  state 
and  country.  The  recognition  of  Raza  art  and  artists  is  one  of  the  central  reasons 
for  the  existence  of  the  Galeria.  Since  its  inception  in  the  late  '60's  the  Galeria 
has  been  able  to  exhibit  the  wide  range  of  art  and  expression  that  relates  to  the 
lives  of  Raza  people. 

The  Galeria  is  nurtured  and  co-directed  by  two  well  known  community 
artists:  Ralph  Maradiaga,  a  native  to  San  Francisco,  and  Rene  Yanez,  born  in 
Mexico.  Both  directors  share  a  deep-commitment  to  inspire  and  organize  artists, 
community  people  and  children  toward  expression  and  recognition.  The  Galeria 
is  presently  funded  by  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts  and  by  Galeria 
members  and  interested  people. 

Over  the  past  six  years,  the  work  of  both  professional  and  newly  emerging 
artists  has  been  shown  at  the  Galeria.  Renowned  Raza  artists  from  across  the 
United  States,  Mexico,  Central  America  and  South  America  have  exhibited  here. 
Among  past  Galeria  shows  have  been  the  works  of  the  famous  Mexican  print- 
maker,  Jose  Guadalupe  Posada,  who  lived  during  the  late  1800's;  the  prints 
of  Leopoldo  Mendez,  who  died  in  1970;  mural  sketches  and  drawings  by 
Mexican  revolutionists  Diego  Rivera,  Jose  Clements  Orozco  and  David  Alfaro 
Siqueiros;  and  graphics  from  Argentina,  Brazil  and  Costa  Rica.  These  artists 
are  seldom  seen  outside  of  their  respective  countries,  much  less  viewed  in  a 
neighborhood  gallery. 

Another  example  of  art  from  outside  the  U.S.  was  the  exhibit  of  textiles, 
needlework  and  clothing  of  the  Cuna  Indians  of  Panama.  This  extensive 
display  emphasized  molas  as  part  of  the  Cuna  Indian  culture,  rather  than  some- 
thing to  buy  and  frame  for  one's  living  room  wall. 

The  Galeria  has  an  educational  focus  that  especially  serves  the  school 
teachers  and  children  of  the  Mission  District.  For  example,  the  annual 
"El  Dia  de  los  Muertos"  or  The  Day  of  the  Dead  show,  which  celebrates  this 
national  Mexican  holiday  that  falls  on  November  2,  is  both  a  cultural  event 
and  an  ancient  Indian  ritual.  Over  700  children  toured  the  Galeria  during  this 
year's  Day  of  the  Dead  show.  Many  children  returned  later  with  their  families 
for  a  second  look. 

Each  Galeria  exhibit  begins  with  a  nuance,  a  word,  a  theme,  and  builds  to  a 
complete  presentation  with  matching  window  displays,  posters,  informative  bro- 
chures and  postcards.  On  opening  night  everyone  enjoys  the  food,  drink,  music, 
films  and  fun.

The  Mission  District  mural  movement  established  its  roots  in  the  Galeria 
through  the  efforts  of  its  co-director,  Rene  Yanez.  Rene  encouraged  Raza  artists 
to  beautify  the  neighborhood  through  murals.  Among  the  many  artists  working 
within  the  early  mural  movement  in  the  Mission  were:  Las  Mujeres  Muralistes 
(Graciela  Lopez,  Irene  Perez,  Patricia- Rodrigues,  Consuelo  Mendez  Castillo), 
Mike  Rips,  Tony  Machado,  Spain  Rodriguez,  Domingo  Rivera,  Silberto  Ramirez, 
Ruben  Guzman  and  Chuy  Campusano.  Currently,  there  are  at  least  25  murals  in 
the  Mission  District  appearing  in  children's  centers,  playgrounds,  housing  pro- 
ject walls,  school  yards,  the  inside  wall  of  the  Bank  of  America  (23rd  St.  and 
Mission  Str),  alleys,  community  buildings  and  restaurants.  The  mural  movement 
has  become  a  dynamic  art  force  in  San  Francisco  and  the  Bay  Area. 

One  and  a  half  years  ago,  a  "Foster  and  Kleiser"  billboard  near  the  Galeria 
was  transformed  by  artists  into  a  community  mural.  This  public  announcement 
mural  had  been  repainted  at  least  six  times  with  various  messages  including: 
"Tin  Tan  Magazine,  Buy  Now,"  "Salsa  Ahora,"  "En  la  Mision  con  Salsa." 
"Que  Viva  Danny  Trevino,"  "Support  the  International  Hotel,"  and  the  last 
message,  a  mural  by  Xaiver  Viramontes,  "Have  Pride  in  Our  Community-Keep 
it  Clean-Por  Favor."  On  Tuesday,  December  28,  1976,  this  mural/billboard 
was  removed  by  Foster  and  Kleiser.  The  Galeria  was  not  notified  about  the  re- 
moval; the  billboard  is  a  definite  loss  to  the  community. 

Another  Galeria  project  is  its  annual  silkscreen  "Calendario,"  coordinated 
by  co-director  Ralph  Maradiagra.  Each  year  ten  to  twelve  Raza  artists  collaborate 
to  produce  a  unifying  theme  with  twelve  individual  pictures.  This  year's  calendar 
is  "La  Gente  de  California,"  available  at  the  Galeria. 

The  Galeria  has  plans  to  expand.  New  space  has  been  acquired  adjacent  to 
the  Galeria  which  will  be  a  "Design  Center."  Courses  and  workshop  classes  will 
be  offered  by  community  artists  during  the  year.  The  brightly  colored  masks 
now  on  display  in  the  Design  Center  window  were  constructed  at  the  first  work- 
shop by  the  Ouroborus  Mask  Society. 

A  second  focus  of  expansion  is  to  design  and  produce  multicultural  cur- 
riculum materials  for  children  in  the  community.  The  maintenance  of  cultural 
beauty  and  language  is  a  necessity  and  best  comes  from  within  the  community. 

The  Galeria  is  more  than  an  art  gallery.  Its  influence  and  committment  to 
people  and  community  culture  is  broad  and  deep.  The  Galeria  welcomes 
everyone  to  visit,  for  the  shows  change  at  least  every  four  to  six  weeks.  The  Gal- 
eria is  open  Wednesday  through  Sunday  from  12:00-5:00  pm.  If  you  bring 
groups  of  children,  please  phone  for  an  appointment  (415)  826-8009.  While 
visiting  the  Galeria  and  the  Mission  District,  plan  to  go  for  a  "mural  walk."  All 
art  is  not  in  galleries.

Most  important  news  item  of  the  month  is  the  selection-at  last—  of 
KPFA's  next  manager.  After  extensive  interviews,  staff  voting,  local  and  national 
board  approval,  and  a  contractual  negotiation,  we're  finally  looking  forward  to 
the  arrival  in  early  February  of  Joanne  Wallace. 

She  is  presently  the  manager  of  WYSO  in  Yellow  Springs,  Ohio,  the  Anti- 
och  College  station.  She  will  be  the  first  woman  to  be  station  manager  at  KPFA, 
and  the  only  woman,  to  my  knowledge,  to  manage  a  Bay  Area  radio  station  as  of 
her  official  starting  date,  March  1 . 

As  part  of  our  agreement,  I  will  stay  on  as  manager  for  the  month  of  Feb- 
ruary in  order  to  provide  continuity  while  she  is  learning  the  intricacies  of  per- 
sonal and  institutional  survival. 

Wallace  will  be  writing  more  about  herself  in  next  month's  Folio.  I'll  also 
be  writing  more  about  my  final  view  of  this  place  as  manager. 

Joanne  Wallace  will  find  KPFA  quite  different  from  the  station  as  it  has 
existed  for  the  past  several  years.  A  number  of  important  personnel  changes  will 
have  taken  place,  in  addition  to  the  change  of  managers. 

Russell  Leong  is  leaving  as  Folio  editor,  effective  with  this  issue.  He,  and 
Jan  Lumas,  have  been  responsible  for  carrying  on  the  fine  work  begun  by  Sharon 
Stein  and  Janet  Chann  in  designing  and  compiling  this  publication.  1  don't  think 
it's  an  exaggeration  to  say  that  the  KPFA  Folio  is  the  finest  program  guide  for 
this  size  station  that  I've  seen-and  we  get  to  see  dozens  of  similar  publications 
every  month.  Russell  is  leaving  to  become  the  editor  of  the  Amerasia  Journal  at 
the  Asian  American  Studies  Center  at  U.C.L.A. 

Jill  Hannum,  who  has  been  Assistant  News  Director  and  Development  Di- 
rector here  for  the  past  two  years,  has  left  the  area  in  order  to  work  on  a  farm 
near  Fresno.  Jill  was  a  key  worker  in  many  areas  of  the  station.  Without  her  (as 
de  facto  Assistant  Manager),  my  task  of  dealing  with  the  governmental  alphabet 
soup  would  have  been  impossible.  She  was  directly  responsible  for  grant  writing 
and  administration,  an  area  in  which  we  have  had  enormous  growth  during  the 
past  two  years.  In  addition,  she  served  as  Acting  Manager  during  my  absence  last 
summer,  not  a  pleasant  time  in  KPFA  history.  In  addition,  Jill's  work  as  writer, 
newsreader  and  administrator  in  the  news  department  was  also  invaluable. 

The  same  could  be  said  of  Vic  Bedoian,  who  has  left  a  similar  place  of  re- 
sponsibility in  Public  Affairs.  Listeners  are  probably  familiar  with  his  on-air  work; 
what  we  at  KPFA  know  is  how  hard  he  worked  behind  the  scenes  at  coordina- 
tion, editing  and  administration.  Replacing  him  will  not  be  easy.

This  is  to  keep  rolling  our  discussion  of 
KPFA  content.  Having  revealed  myself  as  a 
liberal  with  intellectual  pretenses,  what  can 
I  possibly  say  to  ingratiate  myself  further? 
Read  on. 

If  I  didn't  have  concern  for  the  struc- 
ture of  our  society  and  the  possibility  of 
social  change,  I  would  not  have  been  sup- 
porting KPFA  for  the  last  twelve  years- 
no  matter  how  pleasing  the  classical  music. 
So  please,  Mr.  Gabbard,  do  not  take  me  to 
task  on  that  point  (January  Folio).  I  agree 
that  Third  World  programming  is  most  de- 
sirable-ihough  in  an  ideal  world  its  quality 
would  often  bear  improving.  Personally,  I 
get  a  good  deal  more  out  of  Chinese  Youth 
Voice  when  it  is  given  half  in  English. 
(Thank  you,  KPFA,  for  that  concession  at 
least.)  I  am  not  sure  where  to  draw  the 
line  defining  propaganda,  or  "ax-grinding" 
as  Anne  Takashige  puts  it,  but  I  become 
nervous  when  I  repeatedly  feel  that  I  am 
being  molded  rather  than  informed.  My 
point  is  that  the  desirable  social  concerns 
of  KPFA  should  be  met,  as  they  once 
were,  with  the  thoughtful  r ^nsideration  of 
facts  and  situations,  not  with  pre-scheduled 
thinking  as  a  non-antidote  to  commercial 
broadcasting. 

Another  of  my  despairs  is  the  absolute 
derision  with  which  electoral  politics  is 
currently  regarded  on  KPFA.  That  may  be 
justified  in  many  instances,  but  certainly 
not  across-the-board.  (In  this  regard  the 
sneers  of  Alan  Snitow  do  not  hold  a  can- 
dle to  those  of  the  female  person  who  read 
the  news  at  6  PM  on  Dec.  23)  Surely  your 
own  Representative  Ron  Dellums  must 
have  earned  some  points  with  you.  (How 
about  a  program  on  his  accomplishments 
as  legislator?)  This  Radical  disdain  for  the 
mam  stream  approaches  psychotic  with- 
drawal to  my  mind. 

My  intuition  says  that  these  major  out- 
ul-joints  are  associated  with  the  collective 
structure  which  developed  at  KPFA  over 
the  past  few  years.  Ms.  Takashige  seems  to 
have  the  same  feeling  when  she  says  that 
"unpaid  staff  .  .  .  will  use  the  air  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  grinding  their  own  politi- 
cal axes."  Mr.  Bensky  is  on  the  same  track 
when  he  says  that  "it  has  become  impos- 
sible to  change  even  the  most  easy-to- 
recognize  problem  areas  without  an  ugly 
hassle  .  .  .  partly  a  result  of  the  break- 
down within  our  collective  structure." 

It  seems  to  me  that  station  supporters 
are  deserving  of  a  voice  in  KPFA  decisions 
at  least  equal  to  that  of  workers  at  the 
station.  After  all,  were  we  not  out  here 
earning  the  money  for  your  support,  we 
too  could  be  in  there  volunteering  our 
decisions  on  programming.  It  may  be  a 
bit  unwieldy  to  consult  with  10,000 
subscribers.  As  an  alternative  it  may  prove 
constructive  to  revert  to  a  benevolent  but 
decision-makmy  manager.  Perhaps  sub- 
scribers as  well  as  workers  could  have  in- 
put for  the  choice  of  that  manager,  by  a 
vote  in  response  to  qualifications  and 
principles  given  in  the  Folio.  If  the  lis- 
teners are  to  have  the  privilege  of  paying, 
should  they  not  also  be  represented? 

According  to  Mr.  Bensky's  financial 
report  for  1976,  the  cash  flow  at  KPFA 
has  increased  substantially  and  there  is  a 
near  balancing  of  the  books.  All  to  the 
good.  But  the  figures  on  paid  Folio  sub- 
scriptions show  that  our  membership  is 
down  to  10,000,  a  serious  drop  from 
previous  figures  according  to  my  recol-    * 
lection.  Despite  the  many  letters  of  glow- 
ing praise,  I  feel  that  a  problem  exists. 


I  was  gratified  to  hear  Mr.  Bensky's  state- 
ment today  that  programming  and  the 
decision-making  process  for  KPFA  will  be 
under  review  during  the  next  two  months.

ON  CHINA 

Dear  Anita  Frankei  if  indeed  it  was  you 

I  really  liked  that  Behind  the  News  pro- 
gram you  did  tonight  on  China  (interview 
with  David  Melton,  co-author.  People's 
China*.  I'm  a  Chinese  student.  Both  my 
professor,  who  is  from  an  old,  upper-class 
Chinese  family  and  my  t.a.,  who  is  from 
the  People's  Republic  and  was  a  red  guard, 
hate  Chiang  Ching  because  of  her  cultural 
policies.  The  woman  from  the  People's 
Republic  thinks  that  one  of  the  gang  of 
lour  was   definitely  a  politically  responsi- 
ble person.  She  considers  Chiang  Ching  and 
another  to  be  interested  in  power  and 
ideals  with  no  material  side  to  their 
dialectics. 

To  hear  these  ideas  combined  with 
ideas  about"  China's  world-view,  the  role 
of  industrialization,  and  some  of  William 
Mandel's  ideas  was  extremely  interesting. 
I  didn't  hear  Bill  Mandel  last  week  but  he 
was  reading  about  the  Soviet  Union's 
opinions  on  China  both  internally  and  in 
relation  to  the  USSR  in  September  or 
October.  It  was  really  strange  to  hear  him 
present  the  Soviet  Union's  opinion  on  the 
emphasis  on  the  independence  of  the  com- 
munes economically  and  the  de-emphasis 
on  industrialization,  and  not  to  even  try 
to  explain  China's  point  of  view. 

It  was  good  to  hear  someone  say  the 
Soviet  Union  is  not  so  imperialistic  and  to 
explain  that  China  could  be  seen  as  helping 
to  polarize  Mozambique  towards  the  Sovi- 
et Union.  It  was  great  at  the  same  time  to 
explain  the  importance  of  the  indepen- 
dence of  the  peasants  as  a  revolutionary 
idea  about  the  dictatorship  of  the  prole- 
tariat. It  is  an  entirely  revolutionary  idea 
and.l  think,one  which  is  being  proved  by 
the  peasants  in  China,  that  communism 
can  be  brought  about  without  first  indus- 


trializing a  country.  I  think  that  it  would 
have  to  be  an  eastern  person,  and  it  is 
natural  that  it  is  one  based  in  the  peasant- 
ry, to  antithesize  Marx's  opinion.

PROGRAMMING  APPROACHES 

Dear  KPFA  Friends, 

I  guess  there's  no  better  time  than  at 
the  Manager  Changing  Hour  to  express  a 
few  pressing  thoughts  about  programming. 

I  always  listen  quite  a  bit  to  KPFA,  and 
this  last  month  it's  been  more  true  than 


ever.  One  thing  that  comes  straight  to  my 
mind  is  that  Chinese  Youth  Voice  and  the 
Iranian  Students  Association  MUST  NOT 
Temain  in  prime  time  slots.  I  understand 
why  KPFA  feels  the  importance  of  open- 
ing up  the  airwaves  to  points  of  view  not 
available  on  other  media,  but  I  can  see.no 
justification  for  them  being  on  prime  time. 
These  programs  are  mainly  aimed  at  a 
special,  rather  small  audience,  which  would 
no  doubt  tune  in  especially  to  hear  them 
at  less  crucial  hours.  I  have  no  objection 
to  Native  American  Culture  in  that  time 
slot,  because  it  is  material  that  I  can  learn 
from  and  understand.  Incidentally,  I  think 
this  issue  is  different  from  bilingual  pro- 
grams in  Spanish/English.  A  real  argument 
can  be  made  that  Californians  should  be 
bilingual,  and  quite  aside  from  that  there 
is  a  huge  potential  Latino  audience  in  this 
area. 

I  also  feel  that  while  the  idea  of  pro- 
gramming on  China  is  a  good  one,  there 
would  be  far  better  ways  to  approach  it 
than  through  Chinese  Youth  Voice, 
which  seems  to  be  nothing  more  than  a 
direct  pfopaganda  arm  of  the  Chinese 
government.  Bill  Mandel  is  unabashedly 
pro-Soviet,  but  he  is  well  informed  and 
aware  of  the  strengths  and  weaknesses  of 
his  opposition.  The  Behind-the-News  pro- 
grams with  David  Melton  and  Bob  Man- 
ning were  excellent.  Could  there  be  more 
in  that  vein? 

I  loved  the  show  Kathy  McAnally  di 
on  the  old  couple  being  forced  out  of 
their  Mission  District  flat  with  a  $75/mo. 
rise  in  rent  (and  I  wrote  a  scathing  letter 
to  their  landlord,  for  what  it's  worth.)

In  late  December,  Andres  Alegria  was  terminated  as  Production  Director 
and  Isabel  Alegria  was  terminated  as  Program  Coordinator.  Historically,  each  of 
them  was  (and  is)  responsible  for  the  fine  weekly  program  "Ahora,"  as  well  as 
for  the  growth  and  development  of  KPFA's  unique  Third  World  department. 
Their  dismissal  for  serious  problems  in  the  station-wide  production  and  program 
administration  area  should  not  cloud  their  achievements  in  the  history  of  KPFA. 

*    *    * 

Late  financial  news: 

Our  just -completed  1975-1976  Fiscal  Year  audit  shows  that  we  had  a  total 
revenue  of  nearly  half  a  million  dollars,  the  highest  in  KPFA  history.  ($494,510). 
This  enabled  us  to  reduce  our  cumulative  debt  to  under  $30,000,  a  manageable 
figure  for  an  institution  with  our  cash  flow.  Hopefully,  we  can  keep  our  income 
up  and  expenses  under  control  in  a  more  orderly  manner  this  year,  thanks  to  our 
ongoing  financial  committee  work. 

Of  the  $340,573  given  to  us  in  listener  support  last  year,  $67,308  was  pro- 
vided by  people  who  gave  us  $100  or  more  during  the  year.  The  total  figure  of 
such  "fat  cat"  contributions  is  about  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  but  the  aver- 
age donation  is  lower— that  is  to  say,  more  of  our  generous  supporters  are  giving 
us  sizable  donations,  but  the  average  donation  has  decreased  to  about  $250.  per 
donor. 

Our  end-of-year  mailing  was  a  success,  as  was  our  search  for  "matching" 
money  during  the  October  S.O.S.  days.  I  have  fallen  way  behind  in  writing  thank 
you  notes  to  people.  I  hope  those  of  you  who  have  been  so  generous  realize  that 
this  is  because  of  the  burdens  of  this  job ,  rather  than  a  reflection  of  indifference 
to  your  generosity. 


Because  KPFA  is  an  open,  diverse  and  decentralized  institution,  we  occa- 
sionally have  trouble  dealing  with  those  who  don't  get  what  they  want  from 
their  relations  with  us. 

Recently,  dissatisfaction  has  been  expressed  by  some  people  in  the  Mis- 
sion District  concerning  our  San  Francisco  Bureau,  a  shoestring  operation  which 
has  been  struggling  to  survive  for  almost  two  years. 

In  addition,  women  and  women's  groups  inside  and  outside  KPFA  have 
been  organizing  and  petitioning  for  a  Women's  Department  and  increased  femi- 
nist programming. 

We  are  doing  all  we  can  to  confer  with  all  who  want  to  speak  to  us,  respect 
our  work,  and  represent  our  traditional  diversity  of  interests.  Our  mechanisms 
for  this  dialogue  are  far  from  perfect,  and  occasionally  things  get  out  of  hand. 

That's  an  intentionally  vague  statement;  if  you  feel  involved  and  want 
more  information,  please  write  to  me.  Writing  about  these  areas  now  would  have 
to  take  the  place  of  the  program  listings  for  just  opening  remarks  to  be  presented.

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KPFA  recently  removed  from  its  Saturday  schedule  two  programs  by  She- 
bar  Windstone-That  Witches  Rising  in  Ur  Ear,  aired  twice  a  month,  and  Radio 
Free  Lesbians,  aired  once  a  month.  Shebar  and  other  feminist  producers  at  KPFA 
are  circulating  a  petition  in  the  community  protesting  the  arbitrary  manner  in 
which  the  program  was  removed  from  the  air.  The  following  is  Public  Affairs 
Director  Anita  Frankel's  edited  response  to  an  article  published  in  the  December 
issue  of  PLEXUS,  a  feminist  monthly,  about  the  dispute. 

I'd  like  to  set  the  record  straight  about  a  few  statements  made  in  the  De- 
cember Plexus  concerning  KPFA's  Women's  Programs. 

Shebar  Windstone's  programs  were  first  removed  from  the  air  in  November 
in  an  "arbitrary  manner."  No  question  about  it.  Shebar  had  a  history  of  showing 
up  with  her  tapes  at  the  last  minute  and  producing  technically  poor  programs. 
This  Fall  she  left  the  area  for  several  months,  without  making  adequate  provision 
for  the  technical  airing  of  her  shows.  The  Programming  Co-ordinator  temporarily 
removed  the  program  because  of  that  immediate  situation-one  which  concerned 
the  station's  internal  functioning.  When  volunteer  producers  screw-up,  paid  staff 
has  to  scurry  to  figure  out  what's  going  on.  We  are  human  beings,  workers  ... 
not  servants  on  call  seven-days-a*week  to  deal  with  the  short-comings  of  others. 

However,  the  permanent  decision  to  remove  the  program  was  later  made 
by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  only  functioning  democratic  body  at  the  station— 
the  programming  committee,  consisting  of  department  heads  and  one  represen- 
tative of  each  department's  staff  (paid  or  unpaid.)  This  station-wide  committee 
has  functioned  on  an  emergency  basis  since  early  last  fall  because  of  the  break- 
down procedures  during  the  financial  crisis.  The  Public  Affairs  Department  did 
not  have  its  own  democratic  review  procedures  until  December  because  unpaid 
staff  in  the  Public  Affairs  Department,  under  which  most  Women's  programming 
is  grouped,  have  failed,  twice  in  the  last  year,  to  organize  themselves  into  a  co- 
hesive body  to  select  a  review  committee.  I  have  recently  taken  the  initiative  my- 
self to  organize  such  a  review  committee,  by  democratic  vote  within  the  depart- 
ment. The  station-wide  decision  on  final  removal  was  based  on  the  poor  quality 
of  recording  technique,  general  boredom  level  of  the  program,  and  the  pressing 
need  for  more  airtime  for  a  program  aimed  at  a  Mission  District  audience  which 
is  also  aired  on  Saturdays  (Ahora). 

I  fully  support  an  expansion  of  Women's  programming,  a  full  evening  of 
time  every  week— not  programs  scattered  all  over  the  map.  I've  also  expanded  the 
women's  health  show  (formerly  bi-weekly,  now  weekly,  on  Mondays  1  -2  pm.)  a 
move  made  at  the  same  time  as  Shebar's  three  monthly  hours  were  cut.  It  is  true 
that  for  the  moment  there  is  no  program  on  KPFA  produced  specifically  by  and 
for  lesbians. 

The  Women's  Department  at  KPFA-unpaid  all-has  a  legitimate  beef 
about  feminist  programs  taking  second  or  third  place  in  the  station's  recent  pri- 
orities when  program  changes  are  discussed.  Legitimate,  because  unfortunately 
women  are  pitted  against  Third  World  people  and  a  host  of  other  groups  at  the 
station— folks  who  want  an  expansion  of  music  or  other  cultural  programs,  for 
instance.  This  is  the  reality  of  the  situation,  because  there  are  only  eighteen 
hours  in  the  broadcast  day,  seven  days  a  week.  Decisions  on  programming  will  al- 
ways be  a  tightrope  balancing  act,  as  long  as  we  are  one  of  the  few  non -commer- 
cial media  around. 

One  point  which  I  want  to  underline  most  clearly:  women  hold  up  more 

than  half  the  sky  at  KPFA.  Women  head  the  Music  Department,  San  Francisco 
Bureau,  Third  World  Department,  co-direct  the  News  Department  and  Folio,  com- 
pose half  the  Production  Department,  run  the  Subscription  Department,  and  as 
of  February  1 ,  a  woman  will  be  KPFA's  station  manager.  Anti-sexist,  anti-  chau- 
vinist material  turns  up  in  many  contexts  on  our  air,  not  just  on  those  programs 
labeled  feminist.  Finally,  Third  World  women  at  KPFA  in  general  do  not  share 
white  feminists'  assessments  about  what  constitutes  "programming  for  women," 
and  it's  time  that  wtete- feminists  were  more  careful  when  they  discuss  what 
media  "for  women"  may  mean  for  people  oppressed  in  other  ways. 

I'd  like  to  repeat,  as  I  told  Plexus  in  December,  that  "I  am  willing  to  listen 
to  a  proposal  for  another  gay  women's  program."  There's  no  guarantee  that  it 
will  get  airtime— that  depends  on  the  Programming  committee.  But  I  encourage 
lesbians  with  radio  skills  to  contact  me  with  a  mapped-out  idea  for  a  program. 
People  without  such  skills  should  contact  the  KPFA  Women's  Programming  group 
directly  to  see  about  training,  because  cutbacks  in  the  P.A.  Department  staff 
have  reduced  my  available  time.
